Restrictions, zoning ana efficient building inspection are 
highly desirable. 

Property owners on Foothill boulevard want a “control- 
led” business development. By control, they mean a legal 
provisior requiring the investment of a specified sum in build- 
ings. They want control to prohibit the establishment of 
so-called “fly-by-night,” poorly financed firms. It is legally 
possible to have such control 

Need for controls on Foothill boulevard business is widely 
recognized. A “controlled” plan in business development is 
a “happy medium” and a logical program. Wide open busi- 
ness development with no zoning and no controls is one 
extreme. The other extreme is absolute prohibition of busi- 


ness development on the boulevard. 
Fer many months the cuestion of business on Foothill 
has beer discussed. There are those here who think the 


boulevard frontage should be used only for residences. 
Others think the only logical use of the frontage is by busi- 
ness firms. 

No one wanis a boulevard of ramshackle, what-have-you 
hot dog stands. Property owners have uniied to prevent 
thai. 

The question before the city planning cornmission is: 
“Shall we permit establishment of regulated business build- 
ings within our city-—or shall we force these businessmen to 
place their structures outside the city?” 

The answer from the commission will cither prohibit or 
permit the construction here of a $300,000 business and resi- 
dential project. ;

The task of coaching the Gold- 
en Bears, who last went to the 
Rose Bowl in 1938 when they 
whipped Alabama 13-0, was ac- 
cepted as a “challenge” last night 
by the man who has heen gridiron 
mentor of Northwestern in the 
Big Nine for the past 12 years.

“California offers a challenge 
and an opportunity that I could 
not afford to turn down,” Wald- 
orf commented.
